“ Confused?” cried Carlson, at 
one point, speaking of the scientific 
reaction to the discovery of the pi 
meson. “ They were bewitched, bo­ 
thered and bewildered.” That is 
fairly typical of the exclamatory 
prose style foisted on Carlson and 
Baxter and it is the very antithesis 
of the spirit of scientific inquiry. 
Most scientists, I imagine, listening 
to a few minutes of this cute verbal 
posturing would flee scream ing.The 
great intellectually unwashed would 
not even hover for a couple of 
minutes.

THE 
ERODED 
HIGHWAY 
in 
Pleasant 
twp., 
which has forced 
one-w ay traffic to avoid sending a 
wayward car into 
the Allegheny 
river, continues to receive the at­ 
tention of various state officials, 
such as the highway and forest and 
water departm ents. But we wonder 
if they haven’t m issed one closely 
related office? 
About twenty years ago the W ar­ 
ren airport was in process of being 
constructed and around it was alarge 
dike. The dike would have kept a 
direct flow of water from running 
across the W est Side lowlands, and 
if it had been com plete on the low er 
end the W est Side would have been 
spared many of its floods. 
But the borough was ordered to 
rem ove this dike. The reason given 
was that it would force the stream 
against the south bank, exactly where 
erosion has now eaten away the bank 
and broken part of the highway. 
At that tim e this editor suggested 
that instead of removing the dike, 
we should rip-rap the south bank 
with stone, thus protecting the W est 
Side 
and 
the 
airport from flood 
w aters, 
and preventing the south 
bank 
erosion. 
Now the bank has 
eroded anyway, the floods have done 
their damage, and we have paid the 
cost of rem oving the dike. 
Who ordered this removal? The 
Pittsburgh office of the Army en­ 
gineers! 
State officials have little 
or nothing to say about the river. 
Stream s 
of this 
size are under 
federal supervision. Which m akes 
it rather evident where you should 
go if you are looking for a con­ 
clusion.
